President’s Inner Self 


PHILOSOPHY OF GOVERNMENT IS DEMOCRATIC :: 


Is Revealed in Letter

~ COLUMBUS, Ohio, Jan. 12.—In 
a remarkably human “letter, President 
Hoover today revealed something of 
his inner self, and took occasion to 
outline, in broad terms, something of 
his philosophy of government—in 
brief, that government “by” the peo- 
ple is the most important one-third of 
Lincoln’s formula. 

President Hoover explained that 
his frequent appointment of investi- 
gatory commissions—as notably his 
law enforcement commission—is de- 
signed in part to obtain more direct 
participation of Americans in their 
government and in its problems. 

He discussed in homely fashion 


phases of the probiems which confront 
a president, including the “individ- 
uals, newspapers, associations and in- 
stitutions’ which officiate as “haber- 
dashers” in assuring the president a 
large wardrobe of mental hair shirts 
to be worn in penance for supposed 
sins. 

The letter was written to Drv W. 
QO. Thompson, president emeritus of 
Ohio State University here—some- 
times called the Grand Old Man of 
Ohio. ‘ 

It was in response to a letter from 
Dr. Thompson, offering new year 
greetings and some words of caution 
regarding his contacts with persons 
who might be seeking personal gain 
rather than the good of the nation. 
Dr. Thompson, a former moderator of 
the Presbyterian general assembly, is 
a close friend of the president. 

The president's letter follows: 

“My Dear Mr. Thompson: 

“The solicitude and _ philosophic 
ripeness of your letter of January 7 
requires more than reciprocation of 
kindly holiday greetings. 

“The human flood which flows 
through the White House shows all 
the dark colorings and the flotsam 
that you mention. But it is bright- 
ened more than you think by the ma- 
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Pceed in his task. Of course, it is true 


that malice is sometimes the road to 
newspaper headlines, and there will al- 
ways be partisans desirious that the 
president should fail, even if their 
strategems injure the country ofr 
whose daily toil is to mix mud pies. 
But if these blots were other than 
exceptions, this nation would not have 
swept to a mightier and mightier des- 
tiny every year since the independ- 
ence. 

“You well know of the wearing of 
hair shirts in the Middle Ages by 
way of reminder of sin and trouble. 
Somewhere lately I said that every 
man has a few mental hair shirts and 
that presidents differ only by their 
larger wardrobe—for certain individ- 
uals, newspapers, associations and in- 
stitutions officiate as haberdashers in 
this regard with a high generosity 
which guarantees both humility and 
urbanity. There is even humor to 
extracted from the fact that they have 
no compulsory powers. But above all 
the president has for a few short 
years the opportunity to speed the or- 
derly march of a glorious people. And 
the inspiration of that moving host is 
compensation that comes in larger 
measure to him than to any other 
man. 

“You aptly penetrate the vital 
question of public aetion—the discov- 
ery and promulgation of trtith. No 
real believer in democracy questions 
the sureness of public judgment—if 
the public is given the truth, but there 
is a time element in the triumph of 
truth. : 

“When we iook back over history we 
see the periods of either moral, social, 
economic or political stagnation while 
the truth was en route and some va- 
riety of untruth occupied the scene. 

“We can and must. however, great- 
ly increase the production of truth 
and we must know the truth before 
the grave interest of 120,000,000 peo-

10 BANDIT'S ShOT 


Sam Nisson, Wounded 
Friday Night, Dies at 
Grady; Negro Suspect 
Held for Murder. 


Sam Nisson, grocery proprietor, shot 
by negroes in an attempted holdup of 
his store at 477 Connally street Fri- 
day night, died Suiday at Grady hos- 
pital. The police today are expected 
to file a charge of murder against 
Rogers Sanford, a 28-year-old negro, 
who, it is said, has been’ identified as 
one of the negroes participating in the 
holdup. 

Nisson was wounded when he re- 
sisted the attempts of the negroes to 
rob his store shortly after dark Fri- 
day. 

Funeral services for Nisson were 
held at noon Sunday from the chapel 
of Sam Greenberg & Co., with 
Rabbi T. Geffen officiating. Inter- 
ment was in Greenwood cemetery. 

The groceryman, who was 37 years 
old, is survived by his widow, two 
daughters, Miss Ida and Miss Jean- 
nette Nisson; a son, Morris Nisson; 
his mother, Mrs. Nisson, and a 
sister, Mrs. Celia Minsk, all of At- 
lanta. 

Sanford, who was arrested by Pa- 
trolmen J. L. Pope and O. B, An- 
drews Saturday, was identified by 
Wyman Dorsey, a negro youth who 
was in Nisson’s store at the time of 
the attempted robbery, and who put 
the robbers to flight with fire from 
his own pistol. Sanford gave his ad- 
dress as 190 Houston street. 

According to the police, Sanford, 
who also 1s known as Rogers Johnson, 
was released from the Bellwood prison 
camp Friday morning after serving a 
sentence of from three to 15 years 
for robbery. 

Chief of Detectives A. Lamar Poole 
announced Sunday night that sev- 
eral other negroes arrested -Friday 
night and Saturday on charges of rob- 
bery would be viewed by Dorsey and 
other witnesses to the Nisson attempt- 
ed holdup Friday night with a view to 
identifying two of them as Sanford’s 
alleged companions in the shooting.

MENACE OF FLOOD 
ALONG MISSISSIPP 
AGAIN INGREASES 


Continued Rainfall 
Dampens Optimism Over 
Situation as Streams 
Rise To Harass People. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., Jan. 12.—()— 
Hopes of the lower Mississippi valley 
that the January rise of its rivers 
would be only freshets had been wash- 
ed out tonight by rains which have 
fallen almost continuously since last 
Monday. Already enough water is in 
sight on the Mississippi and its large 
tributarigs to class the high water as 
a flood of no mean proportions. 

Reports late tonight showed towns 
in Arkansas, 
and Kentucky affected by high water, 
and thousands of acres which are not 
flooded by freshets are inundated. 

There has been levee trouble, and 
even the most optimistic admit some 
of the levees on the important streams 
will be given severe tests. 

Near Trumann, Ark., an oft-flooded 
town, the villages of Lunford and 
Bay have flooded streets and para- 
lyzed business from the St. Francisco 
river, which is threatening the town 
of Lake City through an old levee 
break. 

Little Rock reports that rains which 
floods on many of its rivers* continne 
to fall. A few families on the out- 
skirts of Little Rock have been forced 
to leave home by overflowing creeks. 

There was apprehension at Hender- 
son, Ky., as the Ohio passed - flood 
stage and flooded lands near’ the 
mouth of the Green, driving families 
to higher ground. At Hickman, Ky.,

There is no suffering but several 
hundred families have been greatly 
inconvenienced. The chief worry of 
the valley is not the present rise, but 
the fear of a big river now which 
might block flow of tributaries and 
give snows in the upper valley a 
chance to melt early in the spring 
and catch the Mississippi too full in 
its lower reaches to take care of the 
hew water. 

The big river is not yet at flood 
stage anywhere and none of its impor- 
tant tributaries has reached the dan- 
ger mark in their lower reaches where 
they do the most damage. F

-houn, Ky., and the White and St. 


Francis are out of their banks in 
north Arkansas. Families in both 
sections have left their homes but 
there has been no general appeal for 
relief. 

_In north Mississippi the Coldwater 
river broke through a levee near 
Greenshaw, and about four sections of 
extremely valuable farm lands were 
flooded. Several negro families were 
removed in motor boats to safety. 
Coldwater, a town of 2,000 popula- 
tion, still was flooded but not dan- 
gerously. 

A private levee on Obion river near 
Dyersburg, Tenn., went out atid 30 
families had narrow escapes. They 
were taken to safety in boats and their 
homes flooded. 

Other levees on the Obion river, 
which is 12 inches higher than dur- 
ing the disastrous 1927 flood, are in 
danger and are being watched closely. 
Some levees have been submerged and 
roads in that section are impassable. 

Water is flooding lowlands near 
Hickman, Ky., at the only place the 
Mississippi itself is doing any damage 
yet. Many islands in the river area 
are inundated. Several! of these is- 
lands between Cairo and Memphis are 
moonshinors’ paradises and lots of 
stills are full of water.

SPREADING IN U.S, 


NEW YORK, Jan. 12.—()—The 
disease fighting armament of the na- 
tion today was directed against a new 
and mysterious enemy—psittacosis, or 
parrot’s fever—which has been blamed 
for two deaths and a score of serious 
illnesses on a widely scattered front. 

While federal health officials weigh- 
ed the advisability of restricting the 
importation of parrots, which scien- 
tists say are the only avenue for 
transmission of the disease to humans, 
physicians battled to save the lives 
of those already afflicted and diag- 
nosticians trained .their microscopes 
on a new alignment of symptoms. 

Federal health officials said the 
malady was unknown in this country 
until the appearance of the recent 
cases, which bore marked resemblances 
to combinations of pneumonia and ty- 
phoid fever. 

Four new cases of the frequently 
fatal ailment were reported over the 
week-end by the New York state de- 
partment of health, which said two 
were stricken in Yonkers and two in 
Johnstown. From North Adams, 
Mass., came a physician's report of 
four illnesses which followed the death 
of a parrot. Three other possible 
eases of the disease were under ob- 
servation in Providence, R. I., two in 
New York city, four in Baltimore, 
Md., and three in Annapolis, Md. 

The known deaths attributed to psit- 
tacosis were those of Mrs. Perey W. 
Williams, of Toledo, Ohio, and Mrs. 
Louise Schaffle. of Baltimore. 

Surgeon-General Cumming has ask- 
ed officials of the bureaus of animal 
husbandry and _ biological survey, 
which issue permits for importation 
of the birds, to assist in tracing the 
origins of parrots suffering from the 
disease. Dr. Cumming’s action fol- 
lowed a ban on the shipment of the 
birds into Saxony, Germany, where 
a number of deaths have been attrib- 
uted to psittacosis.

COUNCIL MEETS TODAY 


Fire and Police Protection 
for Entire Area To Be 
Discussed. 


Establishment of a _ metropolitan 
district for fire and police protection 
to the entire section included in the 
newly created Atlanta will be dis- 
cussed this afternoon at the first 
meeting of the council of Atlanta. 


Arthur Burdett, representing the un- 
incorporated Peachtree district, has 
announced that he will offer a resolu- 
tion seeking the appointment of a 
committee representing all sections of 
the territory, the body to be empow- 
ered to work out a plan which would 
guarantee protection to the whole 
area. 

Mayor I. N. Ragsdale will preside 
over the meeting of the council Mon- 
day afternoon by virtue of the fact 
that he is mayor of the borough of 
Atlanta, and Walter C. Taylor, city 
clerk of the borough of Atlanta, will 
act as city clerk. None of the 20 
council members, the presiding officer 
or the clerk will receive a cent in 
compensation for his services during 
the year. This is said to be the larg- 
est political subdivision ever created 
to be served free. ' 

William D. Thomson, of the unin- 
corporated DeKalb county district. de- 
clared that the council should feel in- 
debted to the borough of Atlanta for 
the fine work it has done in prepar- 
ing the topographical maps of Atlanta 
and also for retention of a widely- 
known engineering firm to make a 
sanitary survey of Atlanta. 

“Atlanta is to be congratulated on 
the fine and unselfish service the bor- 
ough of Atlanta has retidered in an 
effort to place the sewer needs of the 
district before the council in an in- 
telligent and scientific way,” Mr. 
Thomson said. “All Atlanta is in- 
debted to the borough for the fine way 
in which it has tackled the problem 
affecting the entire territory.’ 

The council has absolute authority 
in all matters of zoning, exercising 
the same powers granted to the bor- 
ough of Atlanta. In all other mat- 
ters it has the power to recommend 
only. 

There are 20 members of the coun- 
cil, consisting of mayors of the bor- 
oughs of Atlanta, East Point. College 
Park, Hapeville, Decatur and Avon- 
dale and 15 unincorporated districts.

Moist Leaders Finding 
Support for Contention 
That Ten Years. “Trial” 
Long Enough. 


BY MARK SULLIVAN. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 12.—In the 
prohibition debate flaming up in con- 
gress every day, wet leaders and 
speakers show more confidence than 
at any time since prohibition began. 
Their confidence is not based on any 
expectation of immediate victories, 
and no victory for them on any pend- 
ing legislation is probable. The drys 
are confident of having a comfortable 
majority for the measures about to 
be introduced, and as respects this 
point, the drys’ confidence seems jus- 
tified. Nevertheless, from the perma- 
nent point of view, and looking to the 
future, the spirit implied by the word 
“confidence” is more marked among 
wets than among drys. A summary 
of the wets’ position, and the theory 
underlying their hopes, may be illus- 
trated by a brief sequence of sen- 
tences: The wets say first that pro- 
hibition has been with us for ten 
years and that ten years is a long 
and adequate time for any trial of 
anything. Based on this, the wets 
elaim that if prohibition is not a 
success now, it never can be. The 
wets claim that reasonable people 
ought to admit this proposition and 
ultimately will admit it.

Their Second Argument. 
The wets say secondly that pro- 
hibition enforcement is now entrusted 
Attorney Gen- 


eral Mitchell and their subordinates. 


They say further that if enforcement 
is not successful under these officials, 
it is not likely there will ever be a 
president or an attorney general un- 
der whom it can be successful. 

Having stated these premises, the 
wets then assert that prohibition as 
of today is not successful and that 
enforcement as of today is a failure. 
For support of this assertion, the 
wets, with shrewd argumentative skill. 
turn to the two statements issued 
recently by one of the most con- 
spicuous drys in the country, Senator 
Borah, of Idaho. : 

Senator Borah, of course, would be 
the last to concede the conclusions 
drawn by the wets from his state- 
ments. At the same time, the facts 
in his statements—if they are surely 
facts—would justify the interpreta- 
tion of which the wets make use. 
Senator Borah spoke of “open sa- 
loons” as a “condition which prevails 
throughout the country’; and of 
“open flaunting, defiant, persistent 
disregard of the law.” Senator Borah, 
of course, went on to say that this 
condition could be cured if certain 
steps proposed by him were taken. 
The wets, however, say that Senator 
Borah’s “ifs” and subjunctives about 
the future are the same old story of 
ten years past. They say that what 
is: material and probative in his state- 
ments is his assertion about prohibi- 
tion being unsuccessful as of the 
present. ° 

Backed by Dr. Doran. 

In this stand the wets are logical 
and are able to find support from 
a statement by Prohibition Commis- 
sioner Doran. When Mr. Doran re- 
plied to Senator Borah, he said: “To 


say that the law cannot be enforced 
with the present personnel comes 
perilously near to saying that it can- 
not be enforced at all.” Of course 
while Mr. Doran admits this as a 
conclusion from Senator Borah’s facts, 


he sharply disputes Senator Borah’s 


| facts themselves. 


This, then, constitutes the condi-

first, Senator Borah’s statement that

The wets have, in the second place, 
the split among the dry leaders illus- 
trated by the dispute about facts be- 
tween Senator Borah and Prohibition 
Commissioner Doran. The split exists 
and involves more than these two dry 
leaders. On one side are Senators 
Borah, Brookhart and Norris declar- 
ing as a fact, as they allege, that en- 
forcement is not successful under pres- 
ent conditions, and demanding that 
the conditions be changed. On the 
other side are such dry leaders as 
Prohibition Commissioner Doran, Sen- 
ator Jones, of Washington; Senator 
Sheppard, of Texas, and most of the 
dry leaders in congress as well as 
most of the Anti-Saloon League lead- 
ers saying that enforcement is being 
improved under the present adminis- 
tration and is therefore not to be 
judged a failure. 
Turn Tables on Borah. 
It is out of the conditions here de- 
scribed that the obviously stronger 
morale of the wet leaders arises. 
In yet another condition, wholly ex- 
traneous to Senator Borah’s state- 
ment, the wets make use of his posi- 
tion. At the moment Senator Borah 
spoke, it happened that a sensational 
violation of prohibition was being ex- 
posed in his home state, in which 
some twenty officials and leading citi- 
zens of a mining town were convicted. 
The exposure was made by federal of- 
ficers directed from Washington and 
the convictions were secured in fed- 
eral courts. 
The coincidence is used by the wets 
to support one of their main con- 
tentions which is that it is illogical, 
impracticable and wholly wrong for 
the federal government to have the 
responsibility of enforcing prohibition 
within the individual states. As the 
wets put it, here was the senator from 
Idaho publicly and imperatively de- 
manding that the federal government 
at Washington’ shoul more 
energetic in enforcing prohibition in 
New York and every other one of the 
forty-eight states. The wets point out 
that Senator Borah makes this de- 
mand regardless of whether the states 


Drys Less Confident. 

At the moment when the leading 
citizen of Idaho was making this de- 
mand, the country saw the federal 
government reaching out across near- 
ly 3,000 miles to use the federal ma- 
chinery and the federal courts t@ pun- 
ish bootlegging in the senator's home 
state. This spectacle, as the wets are 
able to put it, illustrates their con- 
tention that if Idaho wants prohibi- 
tion, Idaho ought to enforte it, and 
the same as to every other state. 
The net of the situation on the 
tenth anniversary of prohibition is 
that wet leaders show more unity and 
morale than ever before. Dry lead- 
ers are divided. While not dismayed, 
oe show less confidence than be- 
ore,

The Business Barometer 
BY THEODORE H. PRICE

Ever since the discovery of Amer- 
ica in 1492 gold has been gradually 
displacing ver as a standard of 
value. In the process many economic 
convulsions have occurred. The most 
notable was due to the effort that Wil- 
liam Jennings Bryan made to re-es- 
tablish silver as the monetary stand- 
ard of the United States. This at- 
tempt ended with McKinley's election 
in 1896, and since that time the gold 
standard has been adopted by all of 
Europe. 

Although the British government 
has recognized gold as the monetary 
standard in India, silver still con- 
tinues to be used in most of the 
Orient’s retail trade. 

The world’s population is now put 
at about 1,800,000,000. Of this total 
it is estimated that one-half, or 900,- 
000,000 use silver as money, and will 
be very slow to give it up. Hence the 
widespread apprehension that was 
caused last week by a decline which 
has carried silver down to the lowest 
price on. record. 

In Shanghai, which has become the 
most important oriental market for 
silver, the price of the Mexican .dol- 
lar fell to 27.6 cents last week, and 
the concurrent quotation in New York 
for silver was 43 7-8 cents an ounce, 
as compared with a previous low rec- 
ord of 461-4 cents an ounce, estab- 
lished in 1915 when the financial re- 
percussions of the World War made 
everybody anxious to convert their 
property into gold, which could be 
hoarded. 

The cause of the decline in the gold 
value of silver is a little obscure, but 


penditures have brought “hoarded” sil- 
ver on the market and into circula- 


tion. 
Painful Process 

Of the facts no one can be certain, 
but it is obvious that the decline in 
silver means a serious impairment in 
the purchasing power of nearly one- 
half the world’s ulation. In the 
long run this impairment may be salu- 
tary, as it should lead to the estab- 
lishment of a more stable standard 
of value, but the process of stabiliza- 
tion will be a painful one and it is 
much to be feared that its effect upon 
the world’s trade will be depressing. 
This view of the case caused more 
or less apprehension in London and 
New York last week, and the episode 
furnishes an example of how diffi- 
cult it is for even the most intelli- 
gent to forecast the financial and 
commercial future, 


The decline in silver has been in 
progress for some time, but it was ig- 
nored during the boom on the New 
York Stock Exchange, and it is only 
within the last ten days that it has 
commenced to attract general atten- 
tion. Prior to that time the world 
was unwilling to consider anything 
that might be unfavorably construed, 
and although the decline in silver was 
frequently alluded to in these letters, 
it was disregarded. 


Its real significance is now appre- 
ciated, and it is probable that its ef- 
fect may be overestimated. Through 
the foreign exchange markets the 
bankers of the world have it in their 
power to provide a shock-absorber for
